Mr. Bell and the K. N. press in this State 
arc now engaged in advocating the doctrine 
that it is the right and duty of Congress to in- 
terfere for the protection of slavery in the Ter- 
ritories, and arc agitating the slavery question 
to the extent of their ability. Upon this agita- 
tation they found their claims to l>c regarded 
as the champions of Southern rights. They 
profess, also, to ba consistent and united in 
favor of Congressional protection. 

It is one tiling to claim to be honest, and 
quite another to be so In fact. The voters of 
this State will not take what these men say 
of themselves as conclusive evidence of their 
merits. It certainly is not forgotten that less 
than four years ago, in the last general elec- 
tion for State officers, the whole Opposition 
press of Kentucky, and all the candidates of 
that party, maintained a position directly at 
war with the doctrine that it is the right and 
duty of Congress to protect slaverj- in the 
Territories. At that time they expressly pre- 
termitted any expression of opinion upon the 
power of Congress cither to establish or pro- 
hibit slavery. Mark it — the;/ did not so much 
as dent/ tite power of Congress lo exclude slavery 
from the Territory — but they were of opinion 
that Congress ought not to legislate upon th- 
sidyect. Wc call the attention of all the Op- 
position papers in the State to the following 
resolution from the national platform-of the 
American party adopted at Philadelphia in 
1855, and ask them to reconcile it if they can 
to their present position. Wc quote the fa- 
mous 12th plank of the K. N. platform entire: 
The American party, having arisen upon the 
ruins and in spite of the opposition of the Whig 
and Democratic parties, cannot be held in any 
manner responsible for the obnoxious acts or 
violated pledges of either. And the systematic 
agitation of die slavery question by those parties 
h iving elevated sectional hostility into a positive 
element of political power, our institutions into 
peril, it has, therefore, become the imperative 
duty of the American party to interpose, for the 
purpose of giving peace to the country and 
perpetuity to the union. Ami as experience has 
shown it impossible to reconcile opinions so ex- 
treme as those which separate the disputants, and 
as there can be no dishonor in submitting to the 
laws, the National Council has deemed it the best 
guarantee of common justice and of future peace, 
to abide by and maintain the existing laws upon 
the subject of slavery, as a final and conclusive 
settlement of that subject, in fact and in sub- 
stance. 

And regarding it the highest duly to avow their 
opinions upon a subject so important in distinct I 
and unequivocal terms, it is hereby declared as 
the sense of this National Council, that Congress 
possesses no power, under the Constitution, to 
legislate upon the subject ol slavery in the States 
w here it does or may exist, or to exclude any I 
States from admission into the Union because its 
Constitution does not recognize the institution of ! 
slavery as a part of its social system, and ex- ' 
pressly pretermittimj any expression of opinion \ 
upon Ihe power of Congress to establish or pro- ( 
hibit slavery in any Territory, it is the sense of : 
tm National Council that Congress ought not to ' 
legislate upon the subject of slavery within the 
Territory of the United States, and that any in- 
terference by Congress vritli slavery as it exists 
in the District of Colombia, wo lid be a violation 
of the spirit and intention Of the compact by 
which ihe State of Maryland ceded the District 
to die Uuited States, and a breach of the Nation- 
al faith. 

Wc must say for Mr. Bell, that regarding 
the American party in 1855 as "enemies of 
civil and religious liberty," he is not responsi- 
ble for the above resolution ; but is he any : 
more consistent in advocating congressional 
intervention and agitating the slavery question 
at this time ? We shall see. As a member 
of the Whig Convention which assembled at 
Lexington in April, 185G, he drafted and voted 
for the following resolution, which was a part 
of the Whijj platform three years ago : 

That the Constitution vests in Congress no leg- 
illative power over slavery or any other domes- 
tic institution of the State; that new States: 
formed out of Territories of the United States, | 
having adequate population, adopting republican 
governments, and complying with the just re- 
quirements of the Constitution and the laws, ought \ 
to be admitted into the Union on a footing of 
equality with the other Stales, with or without , 
slavery, as the good people thereof — being citi- 
zens ol the United States — in their municipal 
character, may be pleased to ordain; that all ag- 
itation of the slavery question, whether in States 
or Territories, should cease in Congress, and 
the EXISTING LAWS should be ACQUI- 
ESCED IN by all lovers of the peace of the 
Union .' 

Yet in the face of this late record, which 
must be fresh in the memories of the people, 
Bell & Co. set themselves up as the peculiar 
friends of the South and advocates of the 
right and duty of Congress to legislate for the 
protection of slavery. If the people are de- 
rived by such transparent humbuggery, 
their virtue, we shall certainly be led to doubt 
while we may not altogether lose faith in 
their intelligence.

IFrom the Georgia Constitutionalist.] 
The Extravagance of the "Opposition." 

Referring in a recent article to the charge of 
extravagance which the Opposition is urging 
against the Democratic party, the Washington 
States sajs: 

"If it should be granted that this charge was 
well founded, we may ask the people whether it 
would be judicious to expel from power a [-arty 
whose principles they have indorsed, and install 
those principles they have condemned ? Will it 
not insure the public interests better to require 
reform, if it be needed, at the hands of the De- 
mocracy, than commit them to their antagonists, 
whose principles are so obnoxious, and whose prac- 
tice is worse than that attributed to the party in 
power? 

"We say that the practice of the Opposition is 
worse than that of the Democracy, because the 
Opposition is extravagant on the principle that it 
unites in the demand for more protection to cer- 
tain special and sectional interests. To produce 
a necessity for this protection, it losters a system 
of excessive expenditures. It favors a wasteful 
system of Internal improvements. It builds forts 
and harbors at every inlet. It favors pension 
laws, which require millions. It advocates an en- 
larged army and navy. It recommends the aban- 
donment of the national domain; and all this 
for what? That the expenses ol the govern- 
ment may require a heavier duty on foreign man- 
ufacture. 

"We challenge examination, and ii will he found 
that the Opposition in Congress have voted for 
every measure of expenditure w hich has been cal- 
culated to produce an increase ol the tariff. The 
Opposition, then, is extravagant on principle. It 
deems the waste of public money as legitimate a 
means of promoting the public interests, as the 
farmer does the agents of agricultural improve- 
ment which he scatters upon his fields to enhance 
their production.* 1 

To prove each and every one of these asser- 
tions of the States, it is not necessary to go 
farther back than the last session of Congress, 
and compare the aciion of the Opposition upon 
all questions connected with the revenues and the 
expenses of the general government, with that 
of tue Democratic party. Such a comparison 
will show that the effort of the Opposition during 
the whole session was to increase the expenses 
of the government, in order to produce a deficien- 
cy in its revenues, which would require an in- 
crease of its taxes, by a revision cf the tarilf; 
whilst the effort of the Democratic party was 
to reduce the expenditure of the government 
to its income. It will show, too, that the Dem- 
ocratic party, in the last Congress, endeavored to 
husband the resources of the Federal Govern- 
ment, whilst the Opposition, which is now so in- 
solent in its charges of extravagance and loud 
in its demands for retrenchment and reform, 
were urging different schemes to weaken them, 
by draining and drying up the sources of its rev- 
enue. 

The record of the last Congress is the proof of 
these assertions; it will sustain every one of them; 
but in illustration of the general recklessness and 
profligacy and extravagance of the Opposition, we 
would refer our readers to a particular portion of 
that record. We mean that portion relating to 
the Pension bill and to the Agricultural College 
bill — one of them a scheme to increase the ex- 
penses, and the other a scheme to decrease the 
revenues of the Government. 

The Pension bill, if it had passed, would have 
required an annual expenditure of twelve or fif- 
teen millions of dollars, for the next ten years, to 
carry out its provisions. The Opposition sustained 
it, but the Democracy defeated it. 

The Agricultural College bill, if it had be- 
come a law, would have required a distribution 
of six or eight millions of acres of the public 
lands among the States; or, in other words, would 
have required the Government to deprive itself, 
for years, of any revenue from the public lands. 
The Opposition sustained it — the Democracy op 
posed it, and, finally, a Democratic President ve- 
toed it. 

If these and other profligate schemes of the 
Opposition had been carried nut, the expenses of 
the next fiscal year would have risen lo a hun- 
dred millions. But the Democratic party defeat- 
ed them — cut down the appropriations, and re- 
duced the expenses of the government; and yet 
the Opposition has the hardihood to charge the 
Democratic party with extravagance!

[From the Washington Constitution.] 
The Mnvcry «lMc«.tion in (be Xrrrito- 
ri<"»— .Popular Sovercigut) re Siiuul- 
ter Sovereignty. 

It is essential to the intelligent discussion of 
anv question that the precise signification of the 
phrases employed should be clearly and accurate- 
ly defined, and the hopeless contusion of ideas 
exhibited in the effusions of many of our cotem- 
poraries upon the leaning political topic of the 
day furnishes a conspicuous illustration of this 
axiomatic truth. We will not do our opponents 
the injustice of assuming that this contusion of 
the phrases we have prefixed to our article is a 
lack of discrimination. On the coi Irary, as the 
doctrine of "popular sovereignty!" rightly under- 
stood, must necessarily prove as popular as 
that of "squatter sovereignly" is odious, from its 
unconstitutionality, the usc'of the two phrases 
indiscriminately argues rather an adroitness, use- 
ful enough to those whose principles will not bear 
analysis. 

But is there any foundation for assuming the 
convertibility of these terms? And is it fair to 
charcc Ujat one is an advocate of "squatter sov- 
ereignty" because he has given in his adhesion 
to the doctrine of "popular sovereignty !" We 
think not. Popular sovereignly and squatter sov- 
ereignty arc doctrines not only distinct, but antag- 
onistic; and the distinction is so clear, the antag- 
onism so palpable, that he who ruus may read. 
This w e propose briefly to show. 

Mr. Buchanan, in his letter of acceptance, and 
in his inaugural address, has furnished the clearest 
possible definition of popular sovereignty. In 
his letter of acceptance he says: "The people of 
a Territory, like those of a State, shall decide for 
themselves whether slavery shall or shall not 
exist in their limits;" and in his inaugural he 
! says: "A difference of opinion has arisen as to 
the point of time when the people of a Territory 
shall decide this question for themselves. This 
is, happily, of but little practical importance, 
» » ' » • Though it has ever been 
mv individual opinion that, under the Nebraska- 
Kansas act, the appropriate period will be when 
the number of actual residents in the Territory 
shall justify the formation of a constitution with 
a view to its admission as a State into the Union." 
This is popular sovereignty in the Territories. 
It recognizes the exercise by a Territorial Legis- 
lature of every power consistent with the pro- 
visions of the constitution, but it docs not recog- 
nize the exercise of any power inconsistent with 
the rights of the people of the States, in whom 
resides the ultimate sovereignty over, as well as 
the ownership of, all the common Territory of 
the United States. 

Squatter sovereignty, on the contrary, recog- | 
nizes the right of those men, whatever may I e 
their number, who may have squatted on the pub- 
lic domain in advance of the public surveys, and 
without the ownership of one acre of the soil, 
to elect a Legislature which shall undertake to 
prohibit slavery within a Territory, and thus prac- 
tically denrive" nearly hall of the partners in this 
confederacy of States of the right of emigrating 
with their'property to any portion of this vast 
and extended domain. In other words, this squat- 
ter sovereignty confers on the first settlers of a 
Territory absolute end unlimited pow er over the 
property rights of all future immigrants. 

Thus understanding the matter, we proclaim 
tmhcsitstingly that, while we shall ever advocate 
popular sovereignty, we will wage an eternal war 
on squatter sovereignty. While the one doctrine 
is just, constitutional, and in conformity with the 
spirit id" our institutions, the other is unjust, un- 
constitutional, and in violation of the equality 
of the States. The one is the doctrine of the 
Democratic party; the other is the doctrine of 
the disorganizes and bolters, who seek to divide 
and destroy the Democratic party, and with it the 
Union. 

It was in pursuiug this train of thought we 
were led into nn expression w hich has been per- 
verted to mean the very opposite of our rated 
tions. We said a few "days ago: The principles 
emblazoned on the Democratic banner are, "non- 
intervention, by Congress or by Territorial Leg- 
islatures, either to establish or prohibit slavery in 
the Territories, and the protection of slave prop- 
erty therein, as long as the Territorial condition 
shall remain, hv the judiciary, under the consti- 
tution of the United Slates." The plain mean- 
ing of this is, that Congress cannot, and there- 
fore should not, attempt to establish or prohibit 
slavery in any Territory, and that the Territorial 
Legislature, deriving all its powers of legislation 
from Congress cannot, and should not, attempt 
to establish or prohibit slavery in the Territories. 
But, since the constitution of the United States 
! protects all of its people in the enjoyment of all 
their rights of property, whenever they may be 
found in a Territory common to all the States, 
protection to that property is a duty of those in- 
vested with the power of local legislation, and it 
is the duty of the judiciary to set aside any un- 
friendly legislation w hich is calculated to destroy 
ur impair any right of property. We consider 
these self-evident propositions. But it is said in 
some quarters that the people of the Northern 
States will not sustain this interpretation of the 
powers of a people in a Territory. If this be 
true, (which we will never believe,) the people of 
the Northern States are ready to set aside the 
constitution, destroy the equality of the States, 
and present to their brethern of the South the 
alternative of submission to dishonor, or the vin- 
dication of their rights over the ruins of the con- 
stitutional Union which they have so long cher- 
ished as a priceless heritage. And it may be as- 
sumed as certain, that no people trained to self 
government, and valuing liberty above all other 
things, will continue to consider themselvesbound 
by a compact when perverted by a mere numerical 
majority of their partners lino an instrument of 
oppression and wrong. 

We stand by the Cincinnati platform — all true 
Democrats will— and that proclaims non-inter- 
ference by Congress with slavery in the States, 
in the Territories, or in the district of Columbia. 
We stand by the Dred Scott decision of the Su- 
preme Court, which secures to the people ol the 
States the right to emigrate to, and remain in, 
any Territory of the United States w ith the prop- 
erty they may have held in any of the States. 
We, therclore, are forced to say the constitu 
I i in inhibits the several Territorial Legislatures 
from abolishing property ill slave-. ; and the same 
prohibition applies to the people of a Territory 
till they come to form a constitution preparatory 
to their admission into this Union. We are wil- 
ling to trust the people of a Territory to protect 
all their people in the enjoyment of all their 
rights; and when unfriendly legislation is at- 
tempted, if such attempt is ever made, we are 
willing to trust the judiciary to correct it. 

The Territory of Kansas furnishes the best evi- 
dence of the indisposition of any people to do a 
manifest wtong to the individuals who compose 
it. If ever the passions of a community have 
been thoroughly aroused, and the ami slavery 
feeling fretted into absolute madness anywhere, it 
was in Kansas; yet her Legislature resisted all 
appeals of interested partisans outside their own 
borders, and refused to pass a law abolishing 
slavery in Kansas. This was a triumph of jus 
tice and the constitution, and so it will ever he 
with an honest frontier people. We say to the 
people of the South, leave this question where 
the Democratic party has left it, and where the 
Supreme Court has left it; we say to the people 
of the North, if you love the Union, and the 
progress of tree institutions, leave this question 
where the Democratic party has left i:, where the 
constitution places it, and where justice demands 
it to be left. Ours is emphatically a government 
of opinion, and the public sentiment of the peo- 
ple, whether in a State or Territory, will in the 
end prevail. That public sentiment, when it is 
authorized to speak, is potential, and will be felt 
in moulding its institutions; and it is not probable 
that Northern or Southern men will become less 
patriotic or honest by meeting as brethren in a com- 
mon Territory, and continuing for a season in the 
mutual enjoyment of their respective property in 
social proximity. 

Fire at IVatrrlou n, 

WATrRTOw.v, N. Y., May 7. — The Black Riv- 
er Woolen Mills, in this village, wr re destroyed 
by fire yesterday. The fire originated in the 
picking room, and before the operatives in the 
I third and fourth stories could be warned, all egress 
was cut off. Some were rescued by ladders, and 
others jumped from the windows. Two persons 
were killed, two received fatal injuries, thirteen 
were seriously injured, and a number of others re- 
ceived slight bruises. Several persons arc report- 
i'd missing. There were sixty persons in the 
building at the time. The loss amounts to $10,000, 
ou which there is a partial insurance.

Congressional Non Intervention. 

The fundamental axiom of Democracy is that 
the people have the capacity and the right to 
govern themselves. This in the corner-stone of 
the edifice of Democratic policy. This great po- 
litical truth, since the days of Jeffersi n. has gov 
erned the action of the Democratic party. I nder 
its guidance that party, as the dominant party cf 
the country, has conducted our grand experiment 
of self- government to its present successful aud 
glorious issues. 

This paramount truth has moulded the policy 
of the party, in reference to the vexed questions 
arising out of the institution of slavery, leading 
it to resist every attempt to interfere with slave- 
ry, as it exists in the States, and to secure to the 
people of the Territories the right to establish 
slavery or not, as they may, in their own inclina- 
tions or wisdom, choose. 

Repudiating this vital principle of all republican 
government, the Opposition to the Democracy 
originated the pernicious heresy that Congress 
has the right and the power to prohibit slavery 
in the territories, to control the people ill the se- 
lection of their own domestic institutions. 

This capital heresy, to which has been applied 
the plausible but deceptive-name of free soil, and 
which, more than any other element of discord, 
has threatened the destruction of our glorious 
Union, has been met and defeated by the Demo- 
cracy, with the self-evident and invulnerable ax- 
iom, that the people are endowed with the in- 
herent and inalienable right of self-government. 
The Wiimot proviso — the heresy of Congres- 
sional intervention for ihe prohibition of slavery 
in the Territories — has been successfully met by 
the Democratic doctrine of non-intervention, cf 
popular sovereignty, of the sole and exclusive 
right of the people of a Territory to determine 
the question for themselves, whether slavery 
shall be established as one of their domestic in- 
stitutions. It was this doctrine that dictated the 
policy of the Democratic party in the Compro- 
mise of i860, and in the subsequent passage of 
the Kansas-Nebraska act. Upon this plank in 
the Cincinnati platform, the great battle of 1856 
was fought and won. . 

It has been the aim of the Democratic party, 
and the tendency of its policy, to localize the 
vexatious aud exciting question of slavery in the 
Territories; to exclude it from the arena of na- 
tional politics, from the halls of Congress, where 
it has ever been a firebrand of disunion and strife, 
and to commit its decision to the arbitrament of 
the people themselves, whose sole concern it is. 

It has been proposed — we think verv inconsid- 
erately and unwisely — by some Southern Dem- 
erits to depart from the established Democratic 
policy of nonintervention, which was so triumph- 
antly sustained and emphatically indorsed by the 
people in the last Presidential election, by the in- 
troduction of the startling inn ivaiion, the untried 
novelty in our national legislation, of a Congress- 
ional slave code for the establish ment and protec- 
tion of slavery in the Territories. 

To the engrafting of such a novelty into the 
Democratic creed many serious objections present 
themselves. 

The inevitable tendency of Congressional inter- 
vention in behalf of slavery in the Territories, 
must be to invite and stimulate similar interven- 
tion against it, and to weaken and subvert the 
Democratic conservatism of the North, which, 
heretofore, h is nobly resisted such hostile inter- 
vention. The only result of the introduction 
of such a novelty into our Congressional legislation 
would be thetriumph of Wiimot Provisoism, of the 
Free Soil policy of the Black Republicans. With 
a vast and increasing Northern preponderance in 
our national councils, why should the South reck- 
lessly invite such aggression? 

Another weighty objection lo the proposed nov- 
elty is, that it would perpetually renew the slave- 
ry agitation in Congress, which has already proved 
so disastrous to the peace and interest of the 
country. It would permit no respite from that 
pernicious agitation, which would begeneral, with 
all its coils of sectional bitterness and strife, on 
the occasion of the organization of every new 
Territory. 

A stili further objection to this novelty is, that 
It is the favorite bantlingof the Opposition of 
the enemies of Democracy, of the clique of des- 
perate demagogues in our own State, which, 
heaiied by George D. Prentice, has shown itself 
ready to adopt or repudiate any principle, if, by 
so doing, it can attain its onl y end — the acquisition 
of political power. Democrats will regard with 
just suspicion a doctrine emanating from so corrupt 
a source. . 

The Democratic pirty has, heretofore, been dis- 
tinguished by its conservative opposition to dan- 
gerous and novel experiments in our system of 
government, and its rigid adherence to the doc- 
trines and principles which it has deliberately 
adopted. While other parlies have been chang- 
ing their principles, shifting their grounds, and 
even losing their names and identity ir. the muta- 
tions of their fluctuating policy, the Democratic 
party has kept in the even tenor of its way, 
constantly asserting the same principles, and pur- 
suing the same line of policy. By this consistent 
and undcviating adherence to principle, it has 
been enabled to triumph over the mightiest as- 
saults of hostile factions, to rise in renewed vig- 
or from the prostration of the most disastrous de- 
feats, and to outlive the very existence and 
names of its most formidable rivals; its principles 
and measures triumphing over all opposition, its 
unsoiled banner ever borne aloft in the van of our 
national progress, its march ever onward iu the 
path of our national prosperity *nd glory.

Congressional Protection to Slavery in 
the Territories. 

The rights of slavery in the Territories and 
the relations of the federal government to the in- 
stitution elsewhere than in the States, is become 
again the subject of political discussion, and now 
promises to evolve a prominent issue in the pend- 
ing Slate and Congressional elections. 

The principle which the Democratic party has 
for years asserted, and has at last successfully 
maintained, denies to Congress the power to in- 
troduce or exclude slavery from the Territories. 
Their doctrine, as repeatedly asserted innational 
convention, opened the Territories to free im- 
migration from all latitudes, unrestricted by any 
exclusion of the peculiar species of properly held 
in the south. The right to hold slaves in the 
Territories was asserted as a constitutional guar- 
antee which was not derived from Congressional 
legislation, and could not be divested either by 
Congress or any creature of its laws On the con- 
trary, the anti slavery party maintained to Con 
gress the power to exclude slavery from the Ter- 
ritories, aud stood committed to the exercise of 
that (lower whencver*hc government was en- 
tru-ted to their representatives. The old Whig 
party, and subsequently the American party, 
sleered between these positions, admitting the 
power of Congress in the premises, but opposing 
its exercise under any possible circumstances, 
The Democracy met the issue boldly, attacked 
the Missouri restriction, resisted the Wiimot pro- 
viso as unconstitutional, and at last succeeded in 
making their doctrine the basis of the domestic 
policV of the government. It was cmbodieJ in 
the Compromise Measures of lt-oll, distinctly as- 
seited iu the Nebraska Kansas act of l s ;>4, and 
subsequently stamped with the authority of con- 
stitutional sancityby the fotce of judicial decision. 
We say it was asserted in the legislation of 1^50 
and W>4, because that action removed a restric- 
tion upon slavery, anil was effected by the argu- 
ment of its conflict with the constitution. Con- 
gress then really did nothing more than open the 
Territories to slavery and leave the question at 
issue to go to the Supreme Court, which was the 
only rightful tribunal for its adjustment. The 
case soon arose, aud that tribunal did give to the 
constitution the construction put upon it by the 
Democratic party and by the country. The prin- 
ciple contended for by the Democracy and opposed 
by the ami slavery, Whig, and American parties, 
became the law of the land, and is simply this: 
Congress has no power to exclude slavery from 
the Territories because the institution goes there 
of constitutional right. This principle is of vital 
importance to the south, and is upheld by every 
member of the Democratic organization north 
and south. 

The policy to which the Democratic party, by 
its legislation during the past ten years, is dis- 
tinctly committed, refuses Congressional Inter- 
vention in the domestic affairs of the people of 
the Territories, and leaves them perfectly free to 
regulate their own institutions in their own way, 
subject to the Constitution of the United States. 
The agitation, excitement, discord, and sectional 
alienation produced by the discussion of this 
question on the floor of Congress had destroyed 
the peace of the country, weakened the bonds of 
Union, and shaken the Republic to its foundation. 
It became an object of prime importance to all 
parties to remove from the halls of Congress this 
prolific source of discord, and remand the whole 
subject to the locality wherein the destiny of the 
institution would eventually be determined. The 
South affirming her Constitutional right to hold 
slaves in the Territories, and to look to the courts 
of the country for protection in those rights, ac- 
quiesced, nay, uiged this final adjustment of 'he 
whole difficulty, and stood pledged to a compact in 
the future to look to the judiciary and not to Con- 
gressional Intervention for protection. Northern 
Democrats met their Southern brothers on this 
commoti ground of non-intervention, and have 
succeeded in indoctrinating its policy and wisdom 
iu a large northern constituency. 

By this settlement of the question the South 
did not yield the right to protective legisla- 
tion by Congress, should future contingencies de- 
velop a necessity for such intervention, but did 
commit herself lo the policy of non interfe- 
rence by Congress and consent to leave the insti- 
tution in the future in the hands of the people. 
But at the same time to guard well the Constitu- 
tional rights then believed by Southern statesmen 
to pertain to slavery, it was provided that in all 
cases brought before the courts of the Territories, 
wherein slave properly was the subject of litiga- 
tion, an appeal should lie to the Supreme Court, 
regardless.of the amount involved, thus discrimi- 
nating in favor of slavery, because in other cases 
a like unconditional appeal die not lie. All the 
legal remedies for the maintenance of the rights 
of slavery were thus carefully placed within reach 
of the slave-holders in the Territories, and the I 
whole South acquiesced in the compromise. 

This legislation did not transfer to the Territo- 
rial Legislature any power over the subject, nor! 
did it leave the institution at the mercy of the . 
first squatters who might gain the ascendency. 
On the contrary, it left it secured by a Constitu- , 
tional guarantee, and that protection made avail- 
able through the legal remedies to be enforced by 
a Federal Judiciary, with appeal in all cases lo the 
Supreme Court of the country. 

And upon this ground we understand the Dem- 
ocratic paity now rests. It affirms the Constitu- 
tional right of the slave-holder to go to the Ter- 
ritories and there remain with his property: it 
denies the power of Congress, or of a Territorial 
Legislature, either by non action, or by unfriend 
ly, or adverse legislation, either to divest him of 
his right or to withhold Irom him the remedies of 
the law for its infraction; it disapproves the pol- 
icy of intervention by Congress, and reposes the 
institution under the protection of the Judiciary. 
The non-interventionist is thus as f.:r from main- 
taining the doctrine of squatter sovereignly as 
the most ultra advocate of a Federal slave code, 
lie intrusts nothing to the Territorial Legislature, 
does not rely upon its action for protection, and 
denies its power to molest. He looks to the 
Constitution as a shield against the unfriendly 
action of both Congress and the Territorial Leg- 
islature, and safely rests upon the Federal Judi- 
ciary to afford him ample remedies for every tres- 
pass on his rights. 

That this policy is more conducive to the peace 
and tranquility of the Union, nay, essential to 
its perpetuity, ami can be more safely relied 
upon by the South, so far as are involved the 
interests of slavery, can be clearly demonstrated. 
The demand for a slave code places the South 
in a most dangerous and deceptive position, is 
utterly impracticable in detail, will not accom- 
plish the protection sought, out places the whole 
subject of slavery in the Territories in the power 
of Congress, thus to be agitated for Black lie- 
publican gain, and finally disposed of to the detri- 
ment of the South and her interests.

Hostilities about to ( omiucnrr — 120,- 
'•<••' Austrian* Passed (lie Ticino! 

St. Johns, N. F., Monday, May 9— The 
steamship Adelaide, from Galway, with dates 
from Liverpool to the 30th ult , three day_s later 
than those furnished by the Anglo Saxon at 
Quebec, arrived here this alien- -••:.. The steam- 
ship Hammouia arrived out on Ihe 20th ult. 

The news by this arrival is most important. 
There has been no declaration ol war, but hos- 
tilities were about to commence. 

The Austrian troops, one hundred and twenty 
thousand strong, have passed the Ticino. 

The report of the French-Russian alliance has 
been denied, bul, as an offset, the London Times 
publishes the provisions of the treaties which 
are said to have been entered into by these two 
governments. The beneficial effect which was 
produced by the denial on the funds was injured 
by this publication and a great panic on the Lon- 
don exchange was the result. Consols at one 
time were quoted as low as M. In consequence 
of these fluctuations and hazardous speculations, 
about forty failures among the slock brokers are 
announced. 

SF.CONO 01SPATCH. 

The crossing of the Ticino river by the Aus- 
trian troops had not yet been officially confirmed. 
No actual conflict had taken place. The French 
army was pouring into the Piedmontese territory 
The Grand Duchy of Tuscany has joined France 
and Piedmont against the Austrians. 

The War CaisiS. — It had been telegraphed 
from various sources that during the night of the 
'Jfith of April one hundred thousand Austrians, 
under the command of General Guylai, crossed 
the river Ticino iu three corps, and took the road 
toward Novara; also that they aftei ward blew 
up the bridge of Bufflora, over which they had 
crossed. This news as yet lacked confirmation 
from official quarters, and some doubts were 
thrown on it. It was reported that Austria has 
accepted the proffered mediatio.i of England, 
and postponed the declaration of war. France 
had not yet accepted the mediation, but is said to 
be considering it. The Constitution el, of Paris, 
and the Daily News, of London, deny the ex- 
istence of the reported alliance between France 
aud Ru-s'a. The News further slates that the 
document, which has been signed, and which led 
to the report, is a mere convention. 

New York, May 10. — The London Times 
professes to give the provisions of the French and 
Russian treaty, and draws the most threatening 
consequences regarding alliance as a menace to 
England, inasmuch ns Russia guarantees services 
of her fleet in the Mediterranean and Baltic, in 
addition to her army of observation on the Aus- 
trian frontiers. 

The King of Sardinia has issued an inspiriting 
proclamation to the army, saying that he regarded 
the ultimatum of Austria as an iusult and rejoin- 
ed with disdain. 

The French t oops were landing nt Cenoain 
large numbers, and enthusiastically received. 

Victor Emanuel has gone to join the army at 
Alexandria. 

The Tuscan army called on the Grand Duke to 
join France and Piedmont and declare war against 
Austria. He declined and fled, whereupon the 
army declared a military dictatorship. 

Warlike preparations were going on in Eng 
land. Great activity prevailed at Woolwich. The 
Government has chartered the Cunard steamer 
Etna, and other vessels, lo convey troops and am- 
munition to the Mediterranean. Rumors prevail 
of a proclamation brought about to be issued 
calling out twenty thousand men for the navy. 
War premiums ure being generally demanded at 
Lyons. There are active military movements 
throughout France. 

Eighty thousand French troops were expected 
to be in Italy by the time the steamer sailed. 
Denmark is said to have concluded a treaty of. 
fensive and defensive wi'h France. The Pails 
Bjurse was excited, b it not so much at London 
Rentes declined If on the 27th, but recovered 
'.jf on the 28th, 3 per cents closing at 62f 7c. A 
great panic prevailed iu London, and consols 
fluctuated excessively. 

The Latest by Telegraph from Ijondon. — Lon- 
don, April 30. — The report that the Austrian 
troops had crossed the Ticino on the 26, is incor- 
rect. They had received orders to do so, but 
the order was countermanded, and they remaimd 
on the east bank of the river. It is asserted that 
the advanced posts had been crossed, and that the 
main army would do so on the 20th. 

The Auslian official journals contain an impe- 
rial manifesto explaining the necessity of a war 
with Sardinia, and authoritatively denies the ex- 
istence of a secret treaty between Russia and 
France. 

The ship Pomona, from Liverpool for New 
York, was wrecked oft' Wexford on the 17th. 
The crew and three of her passengers, names un- 
known, were saved. She had over 400 souls on 
board. The loss of lives had not been ascertain- 
ed. 

The Parliamentary elections had commenced 
and were progressing quietly. 

An Austrian manifesto has been issued tanta- 
mount to a declaration of war. 

Consols are quoted at 89. 

Official — Hostilities Commenced. — Paris, Sat- 
urday. — The Austrian troops have crossed the 
Ticino and commenced hostilities. This intelli- 
gence is officially received.

Jones himself that, "as 
at present advised," he w ill take no active pait 
in politics during the canvass now to begin iu 
Tennessee.

IN will not say 
which of them he is going to vote for, but will 
give his suffrage as a "high private," iu all cases, 
just as he may — particularly plcLse, ou the day 
of the election.
